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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF CUSTOMS FOR THE 
FISCAL YEAR ENDING 1917. 



Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith the Annual Report 
of the Bureau of Customs for the year 1917, covering customs 
transactions in connection with foreign and local trade, im- 
migration, emigration, and navigation, together with a brief 
review of Philippine commerce in comparison with previous 
years. Tables and statements are also included showing in 
detail figures in connection with general commercial conditions. 

The year just closed has been one of unprecedented commercial 
prosperity in the Philippine Islands despite the world-wide 
depression due to the continuance of the European war, and 
shows a material increase in the foreign demand for Philippine 
products, and an excellent improvement in the home market for 
importations. The total value of foreign trade for the year, 
computed from the declared values of all imports and exports, 
amounts to ^322,802,674 which is approximately 40 per cent 
greater than the preceding year. This increase is due in a large * 
measure to higher prices generally of some commodities, but it 
is also due to increased home production of commodities for 
export and greater local demand for the manufactures and 
products of foreign countries.

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The balance of trade for the period from 1899 up to the end of 
1915 was against the Philippine Islands to the amount of 
^37,621,183, but the year 1916 left a net balance in favor of 
the Philippine Islands amounting to 1*11,260,507, increased the 
following year to 1*70,875,059. 

The changing commercial relations of the Philippine Islands 
with foreign countries, which was noted last year, is still marked, 
due to effects of the war. No trade is recorded with the central 
countries of Europe except as to such merchandise as was en- 
route before the commencement of the war. Trade with the 
United Kingdom, which last year showed a substantial increase 
over previous years, especially in regard to exports, this year 
shows a decline of 11 per cent, principally due to reduced exports. 
Trade with Japan, which showed an increase of 27 per cent 
for 1916 over 1915, shows a greater increase this year over 
last year, amounting to 62 per cent. Trade with the French 
East Indies declined 12 per cent, principally due to reduced rice 
importations ; the amount of exports, though small, having quad- 
rupled. Trade with France shows a continued decline, being 
less than one-half that of the year 1915. Trade with China 
shows a substantial increase, being this year almost double that 
of 1915, both as to imports and exports. The same is true of 
the trade with Hongkong. Trade with Spain shows a decline of 
30 per cent, applicable both to imports and exports. Trade with 
Australasia almost doubled, both as to imports and exports, while 
trade with the British East Indies shows slight decline. Trade 
with Italy amounts to only one-third that of last year, which 
was less than one-half that of the previous year. Trade with 
Switzerland shows a slight decline, with the Dutch East Indies 
a slight increase, and with the Netherlands was practically nil. 
Trade with Siam, though small, shows an increase of about 
10 per cent, while with Norway it decreased. Imports from 
Kwantung territory (Japanese China) show a slight increase, 
but exports decreased. Canada received 20 per cent less of our 
exports than in 1916, but the imports, though small, more than 
doubled. The more important trade relations are shown with 
the United States, which received approximately two-thirds of 
all exports and furnished almost three-fifths of all imports, 
amounting to an increase of 72 per cent over the year 1916, and 
more than double that of 1915.

CARRYING TRADE. 

The number of vessels engaged in the foreign trade calling at 
Philippine ports show a considerable decrease in comparison with 
previous years, but the increase in general trade indicates that 
full cargoes were available for each vessel engaged, both as to 
imports and exports. British vessels, as usual, received the 
greatest share, which was, however, 15 per cent less than last 
year, in spite of the general increase in the volume and value 
of trade. Their share amounts approximately to only one-third 
of the total this year, as compared with 56 per cent in 1916, 
the reduction appearing in the export trade, their share of the 
import trade having slightly increased. Japanese vessels re- 
ceived almost double the value of trade carried by them in 1916, 
or approximately 25 per cent of the total trade. American 
vessels rank third, with a share amounting to about 22 per cent 
of the total, of which their share of the export trade exceeds 
that of the Japanese vessels and almost equals that of the 
British. Norwegian vessels rank fourth, with Philippine ves- 
sels fifth, in respect to the value of trade transported.

The total value of imports for the year 1917 amounts to the 
sum of 1*131,594,061, which shows an increase of almost 50 per 
cent over that of last year, which was 1*90,992,675. The year 

1916 showed the lowest total value of imports since 1909, but the 
total value this year is the greatest on record. The increase is 
largely due, however, to higher prices generally of all com- 
modities, rather than to the greater quantities imported. The 
principal commodities concerned in the increase are cotton goods, 
cement, dairy products, fibers and grass goods, iron and steel, 
leather and manufactures, paper and manufactures, meat prod- 
ucts, silks, wood manufactures, and woolen goods. Importa- 
tions of rice show a considerable decline both as to quantity 
imported and total value, while other food stuffs show a general 
increase. Other commodities showing a decrease in total value 
of importations, as compared with last year, are carabao and 
other cattle, breadstuffs other than flour, eggs. India-rubber 
goods, musical instruments, spirits, wines and liquors, and sugar 
and molasses. All other usual imported commodities show a 
general substantial increase. The principal imports are dis- 
cussed separately in the following paragraphs. 

COTTON AND ITS MANUFACTURES. 

The value of cotton and its manufactures imported during 

1917 was more than double that of 1916. Of the total cotton 
importations the United States furnished 70 per cent or an 
amount double that furnished in 1916. Cotton imports from 
the United Kingdom also show- an increase of 40 per cent over 
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last year, and about the same proportion from Japan, which 
country furnished an amount equal to 40 per cent more than 
the United Kingdom. The great increase in the value of cotton 
importations appears to be made up from a general increase 
in prices as well as quantities of goods imported. The total 
value of cotton imports for the year amounts to 1*37,574,005, 
which is 29 per cent of the total value of all imports.

IRON AND STEEL. 
The value of imports of iron and steel for the year 1917 in- 
creased to the sum of 1*11,855,125, from f*7,526,477 for the 
year 1916. This increase, however, is made up largely from 
the general higher prices rather than the quantity imported. 
Approximately 85 per cent of the total importations of this 
commodity were furnished by the United States, as compared 
with 81 per cent last year. The value of imports of this class 
from Japan likewise shows an increase of 32 per cent over last 
year and constitutes almost 6 per cent of the total value of all 
iron and steel imports. The value of these imports from the 
United Kingdom shows a continued decline amounting to 27 per 
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cent from the value of 1916. Iron and steel imports amounted 
to 9 per cent of the total value of all imports for the year 1917.

RICE. 

Rice importations continued to decline during the. year 1917, 
both in total value and quantity, as compared with the years 
1915 and 1916, although the average value per 100 kilos amounted 
to 1*7.33, which shows an increase of 46 cents over 1916, and 
M..17 over 1915. The value amounts to about 8 per cent of 
the total value of all imports.

OTHER IMPORTS. 

Automobiles. — Automobiles and parts thereof, including tires, 
show importations amounting to 1*3,080,801, in value, as com- 
pared with 1*2,705,145, last year. 

Cattle and carabao. — The total value of imported cattle and 
carabao amounted to 1*432,987, as compared with 1*474,271 last 
year, and with the exception of the year 1913 is the lowest on 
record. 

Chemicals, drugs, dyes and medicines. — The total value of 
these commodities imported during the year amounted to 
1*2,862,248, as compared with 1*2,776,148 last year, showing a 
slight increase. The increased values of these importations 
during the past three years appear to be due entirely to war 
prices and not to increased quantities consumed. 

Coal. — The total import value of coal for the year amounts m to 
1*3,076,470, as compared with 1*2,607,988 for last year. 

Food products. — Other than cattle and rice, the total of food 
products, imported during the year, consisting of flour and other 
breadstuffs, cocoa, coffee, eggs, fish, fruits and nuts, meat and 
dairy products, sugar and vegetables, amounted to 1*17,608,865, 
not including various minor articles for the table. Flour is the 
item of greatest value, with dairy, meat, and fish products fol- 
lowing in the order named. The greatest increase in value 
of importations in this line, as compared with last year, is shown 
by dairy products, the value of which is the greatest on record. 
Meat products, though showing an increase in value for this 
year over last year, are still considerably below the average for 
the past ten years. Fish products are the highest on record. 
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Eggs are the lowest on record since 1909. With the exception 
of the year 1912, fruits and nuts are the highest recorded. Sugar 
and molasses, which showed importations to the value of 1*761,040 
in 1912, amount to more than 10 per cent of that sum this year. 
Importations of vegetables again show a slight increase, which 
has been quite steady for the past several years. 

Leather goods. — The value of leather importations for the 
year increased to 1*3,247,817 from 1*2,119,337 last year. 

Oils. — Illuminating oil to the value of 1*2,673,335 was imported, 
as compared with 1*2,025,691 last year, showing a considerable 
increase, and with the exception of the year 1912 is the highest 
on record. Other oils show a constantly increasing value of 
importations, the value this year amounting to 1*2,914,882. 

Silks. — The value of silk imports more than doubled that of 
last year, or any previous year, the same amounting to 1*3,961,187. 

Vegetable fibers and manufactures. — Commodities of this class 
show importations to the total value of 1*3,071,808, which amount, 
as in the case of silk importations, is more than double that of 
any previous year. 

Wood manufactures. — Importations of this class amounted to 
1*1,098,429 in value this year, which amount represents an in- 
crease of more than 60 per cent over last year, but is still some- 
what below the average for the past ten years. 

Woolen manufactures. — Importations of these commodities 
almost trebled in value over last year, amounting to 1*855,827. 

Importations of minor commodities not otherwise listed 
amounted to 1*8,918,219 in value this year, as compared with 
1*6,389,819 last year, which value is exceeded only by that for the 
year 1910, which was 1*9,846,672. Further details in respect to 
the quantities and values of all imports, and the principal coun- 
tries of origin of the same, will be found in the appended 
statistical tables. 

EXPORTS. 

The enormous increase in the total value of exports for the 
year is due to higher prices generally of all commodities and 
increased quantities. As was the case last year, hemp again 
heads the list of exports, with copra and coconut products second, 
and sugar third on the list. Foreign merchandise amounting 
to 1*3,324,851 in value was exported during the year, as com- 
pared with 1*3,208,678 in 1916. The total value of all exports 
of domestic products amounts to ^187,883,762, as compared with 
M.36,665,687 for the year 1916, the increase amounting to 39 
per cent. The principal articles of export are discussed sepa- 
rately in the following paragraphs. 
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COPRA AND COCONUT PRODUCTS. 

The quantity of copra exports increased approximately 17 per 
cent over last year, although prices were generally lower, the 
average value per 1,000 kilos being only 1*180.67, as compared 
with 1*196.90 for 1916. The total value of copra exported 
amounts to ^16,654,301, which figure is still considerably below 
the average for the past ten years. The year 1913 shows the 
highest average prices per 1,000 kilos, amounting to f*232.20, 
but the total quantity exported that year was 10 per cent less 
than this year. One half of the copra exported was taken by 
the United States. Large quantities of copra are now being 
consumed by the oil mills operating in the Philippine Islands, 
and therefore the quantity of copra exported does not in any 
sense represent the quantity produced. Coconut oil was exported 
to the value of ^22,818,294, as compared with f*7,851,469 last 
year, which indicates rapid progress in that industry locally. 
This industry, so far as its product for exportation is concerned, 
practically commenced during the year 1913, which showed ex- 
ports of coconut oil to the value of f*2,292,678. This amount 
has been increased tenfold during the past year. Copra cake 
to the value of 1*36,999 was exported, as compared with 1*45,921 
last year. The total value of copra and coconut products ex- 
ported this year, therefore, amounts to 1*39,509,594, as compared 
with 1*22,129,331 last year, and is the largest on record for all 
of these commodities.

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EMBROIDERIES AND HATS. 

The total value of exported embroideries was t*3,929,318, al- 
most all of which went to the United States. This is an increase 
of over 68 per cent as compared with the export values of the 
same last year. Hats to the value of f*l, 390,833 were exported, 
as compared with f*l,313,226 last year, showing a slight increase. 

HEMP. 

The total value of hemp of all grades exported during the year 
amounted to f*93,615,559, which is nearly as much as the total 
value of the hemp exported during the years 1916 and 1915 
together. The average value per 1,000 kilos, however, is con- 
siderably higher than in any previous year, amounting to 
1*552.51, as compared with 1*388.70 for 1916, and f*300.53 for 
1915. The total quantity exported is only exceeded by that of 
the year 1912, the total value for that year, however, being only 
^44.151,342 or less than one-half of the value this year. The 
United States consumed more than one-half of the total quantity 
exported during the year, the value of which amounts to con- 
siderably more than one-half of the total value, the average 
value per 1,000 kilos of hemp exported to the United States 
being f*620.32. Knotted hemp, to the value of 1*1,880,159, was 
exported, as compared with 1*1,065,317 last year. Hemp again 
holds first place among the year's exports, its percentage being 
48.9 of the total value of all exports, as compared with 38.1 per 
cent last year.

LUMBER. 

Exports of lumber amounted to 1*823,560, which is slightly- 
less than the value of last year's shipments. Tanguile again 
ranks first as to quantity and value of lumber exports, although 
a decrease is shown this year, the value being 1*341,683, as 
compared with 1*529,119 last year. 

MAGUEY. 

Exports of maguey continue to increase in value, amounting 
to 1*4,696,493, this year, the highest value on record, and more 
than four times the value of the 1915 exports of this commodity. 

PEARL BUTTONS AND SHELLS. 

The value of exportations of these commodities amounted to 
1*521,072, showing a considerable decrease in comparison with 
the years 1916 and 1915. 

SUGAR. 

The year 1916 showed the highest returns in respect to the 
value and quantity of sugar exports, but this year shows a decided 
decline both in total value and quantity, although the average 
value per 1,000 kilos amounted to 1*119.25, which is the highest 
unit price on record. Lack of transportation is generally as- 

155679 2 
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signed as the cause of the decline, although reports from the 
sugar districts show that crops were not large, but the ware- 
houses are filled with stocks that cannot be moved. The total 
value of sugar exported amounted to 1*24,555,357, which is less 
than two thirds that of last year, and only amounts to 12.8 
per cent of the total value of all exports, as compared with 26.5 
per cent last year. The United States took approximately one- 
third of the entire output, paying therefor considerably more 
than the average price, the average price paid being 1*173.32 
per 1,000 kilos, which is the highest recorded and more than 
double the average prices of ten years ago.

TOBACCO PRODUCTS. 

The total value of exports of tobacco products reached the 
sum of 1*14,301,081, as compared with 1*11,652,349 in 1916, and 
^7,409,868 in 1915. The greatest gain is shown in cigars, the 
value exported being the highest recorded. The value of ciga- 
rettes exported likewise is the highest on record, although the 
proportional increase is not as large as that shown by cigars. 
The value of other tobacco exports shows a decline, as compared 
with last year, but exceeds the value shown in any other year. 
The total quantity of cigars exported amounted to 284,525 thou- 
sands, valued at 1*9,588,192, or an average of 1*33.69 per 1,000. 
The United States consumed almost three-fourths of this output, 
paying therefor 1*7,725,966, or an average of 1*38.20 per 1,000, 
which is considerably higher than the average prices otherwise.

ORE AND BULLION. 

The total value of exports of gold ore, base bullion, and bullion 
declined from 1*2,987,118 in 1916 to 1*2,701,304 this year, which 
amount, with the exception of last year, exceeds that of any 
other year. Gold bullion amounting to 88,658 ounces and 
1*2,677,284 in value represents the total exported, all of which 
were shipped to the United States, the average value per ounce 
being 1*30.20, as compared with 1*28.92 last year.

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IMMIGRATION AND EMIGRATION. 

The passenger movement for the year shows a considerable 
increase, in spite of restrictions put upon travel, on account of 
war regulations, and the shortage of tonnage. The total number 
of inward bound passengers for the Philippine Islands during 
the year aggregated 19,635, and 16,293 outward bound passengers 
departed from Philippine ports, as compared with 18,076 inward 
and 17,569 outward bound passengers last year. These figures 
do not include enlisted men and others attached to the military 
or naval forces of the United States traveling as such. Of the 
total number of inward bound passengers, 16,832 were males 
and 2,803 were females. The figures for this year show a 
decided decrease in the number of female passengers arriving, 
as compared with last year, making a correspondingly greater 
increase in the number of males. The net gain to the Philippine 
Islands from the inward passenger movement over the outward 
amounts to 3,342. Of the total number of inward passengers, 
6,939 were immigrant aliens, of whom 6,387 were males and 
552 females. Philippine citizens to the number of 2,263 arrived 
and 1,095 departed, and 1,226 American citizens arrived and 
819 departed. The Chinese again head the list of aliens this 
year, as usual, both in respect to arrivals and departures, the 
number being 8,397 admitted and 6,389 departed, as compared 
with 8,738 admitted and 7,898 departed, last year, showing a 
small decrease. The number of Japanese passengers shows the 
greatest relative increase, being 3,789 arrived and 817 departed 
during the year, as compared with 1,374 arrived and 771 departed 
during last year. Practically all other nationalities show a de- 
crease in the numbers arriving and departing, as compared with 
last year. A total of 132 immigrants were debarred from 
admission during the year, and 157 aliens were deported from 
the Islands under the various provisions of the Immigration laws 
and the Chinese Registration and Opium Acts. The new Immi- 
gration Act of Congress took effect May 1, 1917, and since that 
date, has been enforced in the Philippine Islands. The changes 
made did not materially affect the Philippine Islands. 

Tables Nos. 16, 17, and 18, give in detail all interesting 
facts and figures in regard to immigration matters and the gen- 
eral passenger movement. 

SHIPPING. 

Foreign. — The total number of entrances and clearances of 
vessels engaged in the foreign trade shows a continued decline 
for the past four years, being only 1,300 this year, as compared 
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with 1,423 last year and 1,605 in 1913. The aggregate tonnage 
of such vessels amounted to 2,920,692 this year, as compared 
with 3,153,470 last year and 3,923,215 in 1913. British vessels, 
which last year represented more than one-half of all foreign 
shipping trading in Philippine ports, this year represent only 
one-third. Japanese vessels take second place, representing 
about one-fourth. Philippine vessels take third place, represent- 
ing about one-sixth, and American vessels take fourth place, rep- 
resenting one-eighth of the total. In amount of relative tonnage 
represented, Japanese vessels lead, with British second, and 
American third. 

Coastwise. — The total number of entrances and clearances at 
ports of entry of vessels engaged in coastwise trade shows a 
continued steady increase for the past four years, amounting 
to 28,966 this year v as compared with 25,201 last year and 19,952 
in 1913. The aggregate tonnage, however, does not show a cor- 
responding increase, the amount being 2,665,951 net tons this 
year, as compared with 2,651,126 last year and 2,754,298 in 1913. 
These figures, therefore, indicate greater activity among the 
smaller vessels, which are taking the places of the larger vessels 
withdrawn from the coastwise trade to enter the foreign trade. 

CONSULAR DUTIES. 

The number of consular invoices issued during the year 
amounted to 86, and 148 invoices of returned American goods 
were issued. The number of seamen shipped and discharged this 
year more than doubled, being 1,929 shipped and 1,097 dis- 
charged, as compared with 745 shipped and 405 discharged last 
year. 

SECRET SERVICE. 

The work of the Customs Secret Service shows a record of 318 
cases handled in the matter of apprehending violators of the 
Customs, Immigration, and Opium Laws, of which number con- 
victions were secured in 255 cases, 41 cases w r ere dismissed, and 
22 cases are still pending final action. The fines imposed in 
such cases aggregated 1*23,911.10. 

INSPECTION OF VESSELS. 

The hull and boiler inspectors made inspections during the 
year, in accordance with the requirements of navigation and 
the steamboat inspection service, of 249 vessels, as shown in the 
following table :

There have been 5 steamers and 73 sailing vessels wrecked 
during the year, and 11 steamers and 53 sailing vessels have 
been placed out of commission. Admeasurements were made of 
85 vessels. 

MARINE OFFICERS. 

The Board of Marine Examiners examined 492 applicants for 
certificates as marine officers of various grades. Of this number, 
22 failed to pass. The records show that there are 1,035 Philip- 
pine marine officers now holding unexpired certificates as such, 
while 679 expired certificates are outstanding which have not 
been renewed. 

DOCUMENTATION OF VESSELS. 

A total of 427 vessels were newly documented in the coastwise 
trade during the year, and 645 in the lighterage and harbor 
trade, as compared with a total of 388 vessels documented last 
year. This increase is due to the fact that, under the new 
provisions of the Administrative Code, all vessels over 3 tons 
gross are required to be registered. The increased tonnage of 
such newly registered vessels amounts to 20,724. Licenses were 
issued during the year to 195 steam vessels, having a gross 
tonnage of 26,198, and 712 sailing vessels, tonnage 30,795, in 
the coastwise trade. Lighterage and harbor license were issued 
to 2,630 vessels with a tonnage of 37,120. The total number 
of vessels in commission during the year, therefore, amounted 
to 3,964, with a total net tonnage amounting to 102,994. 
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ARRASTRE. 

The arrastre records show that a total of 281,653 tons of 
cargo were handled during the year at the port of Manila, as 
compared with 215,218 last year, an increase of approximately 
30 per cent. These figures do not include the cargo landed from 
the German ships, which amounted to approximately 12,000 
tons. A general increase of wages was allowed to laborers 
during the year, amounting from 20 to 30 centavos per day per 
man, an average of 420 men per day being employed. The 
piers and available cargo space have been utilized to their 
utmost capacity practically all of the time this year, and more 
accommodations and greater facilities for handling cargo are 
urgently required. 

DIVISION OF VESSELS. 

During the year there were operated by this division the 
cableship /. Bustamante, six cutters, one seagoing launch, and 
three harbor and river launches, exclusive of those used for 
Customs purposes. The cableship J. Bustamante maintained 
the submarine cables throughout the Islands, and in addition 
thereto, made several voyages to Saigon under charter to com- 
mercial firms for the transportation of cargoes of rice. The 
cutters have been engaged mainly in the transportation of official 
passengers and freight and on lighthouse work, and in addition 
thereto, rendered valuable service in towing the ex-German 
vessels from Cebu and Zamboanga to Manila, also in towing 
various sailing vessels to southern ports and out to the open 
seas. Due to the withdrawal of the commercial vessels operat- 
ing on the Manila-Mindoro-and-Palawan route, the cutter Negros 
was assigned to cover this route during the last five months 
of this year. 

LIGHTHOUSE DIVISION. 

During the year 1917 there was a net increase of seventeen 
in the total number of aids to navigation maintained by the 
lighthouse service. There were installed eight acetylene gas 
flashing lights, two fixed red lens lanterns, three second-class 
buoys, three third-class buoys, and one set of range marks. New 
lights were established at Pearl Bank, Saluag Island, Calantas 
Rock, Bogo Harbor, Pescador Island, Amblan Point, Kolambugan 
Bay, Silanga Pass, and Port Balanacan. New buoys were 
established at Guardia Shoal, Dumaran Bay, and Sharks Fin 
Bay. A new beacon was established at Kolambugan Bay. 
There were 181 lights, 119 buoys, and 80 beacons in operation 
as aids to navigation at the end of the year 1917. 
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MARINE RAILWAY AND REPAIR SHOPS. 

The operation of the marine railway and repair shops has 
been confined to work required by the Federal, Insular, Pro- 
vincial, and Municipal Governments and has been performed 
under the provisions of Act No. 1416. 

INTERISLAND TRANSPORTATION. 

Subsidies were paid by the Philippine Government during 
1917 for a freight and passenger service on routes that are 
not self-supporting to the Compania General de Tabacos de 
Filipinas for providing a monthly service between Manila and 
Santo Domingo, Batanes Islands, and way ports ; to the Depart- 
ment of Mindanao and Sulu for service between Zamboanga, 
Cebu, and way ports; and to the Bureau of Customs, during 
the last five months of the year, for service over the Manila- 
Mindoro-Palawan route. 

GERMAN VESSELS IN PHILIPPINE WATERS. 

Upon the declaration by Great Britain of war against Germany 
early in August, 1914, German vessels, to the number of twenty- 
two, took refuge in Philippine waters — sixteen in Manila harbor ; 
three, including the passenger steamship Princess Alice, at Cebu ; 
and three at Zamboanga. 

On February 1, 1917, when relations between the United 
States and Germany were strained, considerable activity was 
manifested on board these vessels in Manila harbor, and on 
the following day customs guards reported that the crews were 
apparently engaged in disabling the engines and boilers with 
the obvious intent of unfitting the vessels for further service. 
These facts were reported to the Insular and Federal Govern- 
ments, and it was decided that the safety of the harbor and 
shipping therein, and the possibility of obstruction to naviga- 
tion through the sinking or destruction of the vessels, demanded 
that the officers and crews be immediately removed. Instruc- 
tions to that effect were issued by the Chief Executive and 
carried out simultaneously in Manila, Cebu, and Zamboanga. 

It was made clear at the time that this action in no sense 
constituted seizure of the vessels, but was simply a protective 
measure, The crews, when removed, were neither imprisoned 
nor interned, and were provided with suitable quarters on shore 
at Government expense. 

Examination of the vessels revealed that they had been 
seriously damaged by building fires in furnaces under empty 
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boilers, by disabling pumps, breaking engine and throttle valves, 
castings, etc., filling steam lines with cement, and by throwing 
into the sea cylinder heads and other vital parts of machinery. 

Upon the declaration of war by the United States, these 
vessels were formally seized, and, shortly thereafter, instructions 
were received from the War Department to speed up necessary 
repairs and equip the vessels for service. The execution of 
these orders was entrusted to the Bureau of Customs, and the 
immediate discharge and warehousing of the cargoes of the 
vessels w r as begun. Temporary repairs made by crews of United 
States destroyers to the German vessels at Zamboanga and Cebu 
enabled them to be brought to Manila, some in tow, others 
under their own power. The United States Naval Stations at 
Cavite and Olongapo were instructed by the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Asiatic'Fleet to place their facilities at the disposal 
of the Insular Government to expedite the repairs. The China 
coast and local dock companies were requested to submit pro- 
posals for repairs to other vessels, as a result of which several 
of the contracts were awarded to Hongkong companies, one to 
Shanghai, and others to Manila companies. The distribution 
of the repair work was made with the view of placing the 
entire number of vessels in commission as promptly as possible. 

On June 7 and 18, respectively, the large freighters Mark and 
Bo chum were completed, manned by local crews, and were 
cleared for San Francisco, laden with Philippine products. 
Other vessels followed as rapidly as repairs were finished, 
having, in the meantime, been assigned to various steamship 
companies to be operated for the United States Shipping Board. 

Upon urgent representations of the Insular Government, the 
retention, under charter, in Philippine waters of seven of the 
smaller vessels, which were considered unsuitable for trans- 
Pacific or Atlantic service, was authorized by the Shipping 
Board. These vessels have since been employed mainly in the 
transportation of sugar, lumber, and other Philippine products 
to China and Japan, returning with coal for Government pur- 
poses. The acquisition of these vessels relieved a situation 
that presented a very serious aspect, as it would have been 
impossible otherwise to have obtained adequate transportation 
facilities. 

At the time of taking over these vessels, authorization w r as 
obtained from the Court of First Instance of Manila to dispose 
of the cargo and ship stores landed therefrom. Such consign- 
ments of the cargo as were claimed by the proper consignees 
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were duly delivered, amounting to 1*218,734.74, appraised value, 
and the unclaimed consignments were sold at public auction, 
the net proceeds of the sales amounting to 1*572,477.88. The 
average prices obtained for the merchandise at the sales are 
considered good, in view of the fact that practically all of 
the merchandise was in bad condition when landed. 

EX-GERMAN VESSELS CHARTERED TO THE PHILIPPINE GOVERNMENT. 

Seven of the smaller ex-German vessels, namely, the Borneo, 
Darvel, Johannc, Manulu, Pong Tong, Carl Diederichsen, and 
WiegancL which were considered unsuitable for United States 
service, were, upon request, chartered to the Philippine Govern- 
ment by the United States Shipping Board at a nominal rate. 
These vessels, except the small craft Wicgcuul, used exclusively 
in the coastwise trade, have been employed to transport Philip- 
pine products, particularly raw sugar, to China and Japan, 
returning with coal for the Government from those countries. 

This arrangement has been very beneficial to Philippine com- 
merce and has enabled the Government to provide transportation, 
not otherwise available, for coal indispensable for local require- 
ments. 

DON STEAMSHIP COMPANY RECEIVERSHIP. 

When the German vessels sought shelter in the Philippine 
Islands at the outbreak of hostilities in August, 1914, the German 
steamships Clara Jebsen and Mathilde, of 2,000 and 1,500 gross 
tons, respectively, were transferred to the Don Steamship Com- 
pany, a legally constituted Philippine corporation. Owing, how- 
ever, to the fact that the Allies (British and French) did not 
recognize the transfer, these vessels remained idle in Philippine 
waters until June, 1917. At this time local transportation 
facilities were wholly insufficient, and in order to insure the 
utilization of the vessels in commerce, the Insular Government 
took steps to have the corporation dissolved — this was shortly 
accomplished and the Insular Collector of Customs appointed 
receiver. The vessels were repaired, commissioned, operated, 
and subsequently sold by the receiver, upon approval of the 
court, to a citizen of the Philippine Islands, in whose service 
they still remain. 

PERSONNEL.

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SIBPOKTS. 

ILOILO. 

Lack of transportation to market the sugar crop of the Iloilo 
district appears to be the chief cause of this port dropping 
behind the port of Cebu in respect to the volume of foreign 
commerce this year. The total value of imports and exports 
amounted to 1*14,018,491, as compared with 1*32,317,993 last 
year, of which amounts, 1*4,488,606 and 1*5,121,790 represent 
the value of imports for each year, respectively, showing a 
slight decrease in the import trade, the balance representing 
the decrease in the export trade. The value of sugar exports, 
which is the chief article of export trade at this port, amounted 
to only 1*8,765,559 this year, as compared with 1*26,730,067 last 
year. In other words, the value of last year's sugar exports 
alone from this port was almost double the value of her entire 
foreign commerce this year. The great decline in tonnage 
available at this port during the year is seen from the number 
of entrances and clearances in the foreign trade, which amounted 
to 24 entrances, tonnage 20,542, as compared with 61 entrances, 
tonnage 136,553, last year, and 37 clearances, tonnage 48,704, 
this year, as compared with 61 clearances, tonnage 123,421, 
last year. In the coastwise trade, 5,216 entrances, tonnage 
343,730, and 5,280 clearances, tonnage 344,488, are recorded this 
year, as compared with 6,041 entrances, tonnage 397,070, and 
6,071 clearances, tonnage 398,130, recorded last year, showing 
a general decrease of about 20 per cent. The collections at 
this port amounted to 1*919,991.89 this year, as compared with 
1*1,449,775.85 last year, showing a decrease of 36 per cent. 

CEBU. 

The total of the foreign commerce of the port of Cebu for 
the year 1917 amounted to ^35,270,779, of which sum 1*8,036,105 
represents imports and 1*27,234,674 exports, as compared with 
f*5,671,466 imports and 1*13,274,011 exports for the year 1916. 
Cebu, therefore, ranks second to Manila in importance in respect 
to the year's trade, which place was held by Iloilo last year. 
Hemp was the principal article of Cebu's export trade, represent- 
ing almost one-half of the total value of exports. Copra ranked 
second, representing almost one-fifth the total value of her 
exports. Both hemp and copra exports practically doubled in 
value, as compared with last year. Entrances of 5,013 vessels 
in the coastwise trade, with a total tonnage amounting to 
288,219, were recorded, as compared with 2,915 entrances and 
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239,947 tonnage last year, while clearances numbered 5,093 
vessels, tonnage 293,365, this year, as compared with 3,010 clear- 
ances, tonnage 243,784, last year. In the foreign trade, en- 
trances of vessels numbered 70, with a total tonnage of 82,692, 
this year, as compared with 42 entrances, with a total tonnage 
of 62,668, last year. Clearances numbered 58, with a total 
tonnage of 89,680, as compared with 30 vessels, tonnage 56,795, 
cleared last year. This shows a considerable increase in the 
amount of tonnage for the foreign trade available at Cebu 
during this year, and the increase in the amount of trade 
indicates that a much greater portion of the tonnage available 
was taken up. The gross collections of the port amounted to 
1*1,879,810.98, being an increase of 55 per cent over last year. 

JOLO. 

The total value of the foreign trade at this port during the 
year was 1*1,214,081, of which amount 1*1,022,697 represents 
the value of imports, and 1*191,384 exports, as compared with 
1*635,487 imports, and 1*334,393 exports, last year. This shows 
that the import trade at this port almost doubled, while the 
export trade is almost cut in half. Lack of cargo space for 
this port appears to be the cause of the reduction in her export 
trade, and the commodities, which formerly were shipped direct 
to foreign ports, were forwarded by coastwise vessels to other 
Insular ports. Entrances of vessels in the foreign trade num- 
bered 27, with a tonnage of 11,894, as compared with 25 en- 
trances last year, tonnage 11,594. The number of clearances 
recorded is 25, tonnage 11,605, as compared with 25 clearances, 
tonnage 11,604, last year. Coastwise entrances numbered 107, 
tonnage 37,105, with the same number of clearances, as com- 
pared with 132 entrances, tonnage 50,755, and the same number 
of clearances, last year. The total collections of the port 
amounted to 1*224,128.40, which is the highest amount on record. 

ZAMBOANGA. 

Foreign trade at this port for the year doubled in value of 
imports and shows a slight increase in value of exports, as 
compared with last year. Entrances of foreign vessels num- 
bered 24, with a tonnage of 56,080, and clearances numbered 
21, tonnage 55,783, as compared with 20 entrances, tonnage 
54,126, and 23 clearances, tonnage 64,267, last year. The records 
show 601 entrances of coastwise vessels, tonnage 95,961, and 
623 clearances, tonnage 100,618, as compared with 599 entrances, 
tonnage 86,405, and 607 clearances, tonnage 86,910, last year. 
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The collections of the port increased one-third over last year, 
amounting to 1*143,202.11. 

BALABAC. 

The value of foreign trade at this port amounted to only 
f*16,380, which is less than one-half that of last year, and less 
than one-third that of the previous year. There were only 
seven entrances and clearances of coastwise vessels recorded 
during the year. 

APARRI. 

While Aparri is not a port of entry, it is an important center 
of coastwise trade. The number of entrances of coastwise 
steamers recorded was 90, and of sailing vessels, 420. In the 
inland trade of that port, 1,652 arrivals of small vessels, and 
1,700 departures, were recorded. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. It is recommended that a modern customs building be 
erected on lot number 57 in the port district in accordance with 
plans and specifications previously approved. 

2. It is also recommended that a new pier, south of pier 5, 
be constructed to accommodate the constantly increasing com- 
merce of the port. Experience of the past year has proven that 
the present facilities for berthing vessels and for handling in- 
coming and outgoing cargo are entirely inadequate to meet the 
requirements of the port. 

3. The construction of an immigration detention station in 
the port district, at the site previously agreed upon, is deemed 
urgently necessary.
